THE JAPANESE TEA TRADE, 
4 i aoe ; 
. Anextraordinary meeting of the members of 
the Central Tea Gulld was held on April Fth, as 
the Government has recently sanctioned the 
rant ofan annual anbaldy yen yo,cooto thé 
golid for seven sconsecutlve yesrs wilh the 
object” of extending the sale of Japanese 
tea, Slmultanecusly with the granting of 
the subsidy minute, instractlons were given by 
the Agricaltural and Commerctal Department. 
The .members, after discuasing these {n- 
atrnetions, decided to appoint a committee to 
make x full {nvestigation of ihe anbject. Count 
Okuma was present at the mettlag and made 
a speech, He sald that it was a very long 
tlm: since-China tea was first known In 
Farope, and that Japan tea was known before 
the cpenfag of the Suez Canal, It was Grst 
Imported to England by a ship which came 
round the Cape of Good Hope, and from England 
ft wax resexported to America. Since then, 
however,the demand for Japan tea had steadily 
Jocreased, and sow the Americans use Japan 
tea almost exclusively. ‘However, in recent 
years Ceylon tea bas appeared fn the American 
market and proved a. powerfal competitor. 
Originally, Japan tea was, whetber the climate 
had_ much to do with ft or not, not very good in 
qualhly, The. low price of Japanese laboor 
would to a great extent asslat tho trade, but 


Japanese merchants concerned in the 
business should give careful attention to the 
appearance of other competitors {n ‘the 


Ametcan market, .The Governnitent bad now 
decided to grant 2 bounty of yen 70,000 this 
year, 0 a8 to make wp a portfon of the expense 
to be required io pushing Japan tea, but be 
hoped that, persona concerned In the trade would 
atrive hard to maintain its reputation in foreign 
markets. ~ Advertiser, .
